PUCHEU EXECUTED; HE GIVES 
COMMAND TO FIRING SQUAD 


Ex - Vichyite, Convicted| 

* of Treason as Collabo- 
rationist, Is Granted 
Last Request.

ALGIERS, March 20 (AP).— 
Pierre Pucheu, former Vichy Min- 
ister of Interior, was executed at 
dawn today before a firing squad 
which the condemned man him- 

seif commanded to fire. 
Pucheu was convicted of treason 
a week ago and Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle, head of the French Com- 
mittee of National Liberation, 
said he was unable to alter the 
death sentence. 
torneys saw De Gaulle yesterday. 
cheu was allowed to give the 
order to his own firing squad as 
a last request. A representative 
of the. court, two attorneys, a 
chaplain and the special prose- 
cutor, ° 
nessed the execution on a barracks 
— ground shortly after 4 


* Witnesses said Pucheu thanked 
the chaplain and his two attor- 
neys and cursed Weiss. He 
spurned a bandage for his eyes 
and stood steadfastly and intent- 
ly staring at the firing squad as 
he snouted: 

“Ready ee » Aim see Fire!” 

Another* last request of the 
doomed man was that his body 
be kept in Algiers until France is 
liberated, and then be sent to his 
family. His widow and four chil- 
dren are reported under house 
arrest in Paris.

Green, who was taken to City 
Hospital where physicians said 
his condition was grave, was shot 
in the back by William Schneider, 


a guard at the Manufacturers’ 
Bank & Trust Co., across the 
street from the store, who was at- 
tracted by cries of help from the 
store. 

Harold Rosenthal, owner, said 
the robber entered shortly after 
the store was opened. He forced 
Rosenthal, his sister, Mrs. Lenore 
Katz, and his mother, Mrs. Esther 
Rosenthal, to lie on the floor at 
the rear while he took $60 from 
the women’s purses and about $40 
from Rosenthal’s wallet. 

As the man was leaving the

See- 
ing that Green held Rosenthal in 
front of him for protection, 
Kauffman ran from the place and 
started shouting for assistance.

—Forty-two Governors have re- 
plied to President Rogsevelt’'s 
query about service voting and the 
trend of their opinion appears to 
be that State ballots. distributed 
under the Federal machinery 
would give a vote to most service 
men and women. 

Virtually all the Governors em- 
phasized that their states want the 
fighting forces to vote. any exX- 
pressed the belief that State ballot 
provisions are adequate if the Gov- 
ernmént will undertake to get 
those ballots overseas. 

Roosevelt had inquired whether 
the states would accept Federal 
ballots from the armed forces. Six 
Governors replied affirmatively, 
for the states of California, Mary- 
land, North Carolina, Florida, Ala- 
bama, and Kansas. 

The Governors of 13 states said 
no legislative action is ed 
validate Federal ballots even if 
the President ai ‘the bill and 
indicated State legislation would 


meet the \service vote problem.

Frugal Barber Who Wore Shabby 
Clothes Left Estate of $224,000 


Peter J. Frederic, 2126 Gravois 
avenue, a frugal, retired barber 
who died last Feb. 4, left an estate 
valued at $224,352, it was disclosed 
today when an inventory was filed 
— — Court. He was 78 years

The news of Frederic’s wealth 
dumfounded residents of the Gra- 
vois and Jefferson avenue neigh- 
borhood. They had known Fred- 
eric by sight for 20 years, and 
judged him by the ancient cloth 
cap, the shabby suit and the 
broken shoes he habitually wore, : 

Willilam Hanes, a barber in a 
shop at 2218 Victor street, was one 
of those who found it hard to be- 
lieve. “I’d heard rumors that he 
was rich,” he tol da Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “but I always laughed 
with the others.” 

Neighbors told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that Frederic’s thrift had 
been a community by-word for 
many years. He rarely rode a 
street car or bus, ———— to 
walk and save the fare; often he 
walked to the Soulard Market at 
Seventh street and Lafayette av- 
enue, a distance of about 15 


blocks, to buy groceries, Frank J. 
i 


Stummer, 2124 Gravois, recalled 
that when a neighborhood bank 
closed its doors in 1933 Frederic 
smiled at the depositors grouped 
about the entrance, and comment- 
ed: “Never had a bank account. in 
my life.” 

Neighbors said Frederic had 
lived alone in,his old house since 
the death in/1940 of a sister, Miss 
Anne Fredric. Until recently he 
used coal joil lamps to light his 
home, Residents said they had 
never known such a tireless win- 
dow-shopper., 

The inventory of his estate listed 
bonds (mostly Government securi- 
ties) totaling $98,700; notes, $93,- 
186; stocks, $11,552; real estate, 
$11,300; cash, $9447, and goods, 
$165. The bulk of the estate was 
left to 17 nieces and nephews.

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ARMY TO RETURN 139 HOTELS 
AT MIAMI BEACH TO CIVILIANS 


Training Schools of Air Forces to 
Be Transferred to San Antonio 
and Sheppard Field July 1. 

WASHINGTON, March (AP), 
All training schools of the Army 
Air Forces at Miami Beach, Fia., 
will be transferred to the San An- 
tonio cadet center and Sheppard 
Field, Tex, the War Department 
announced today, and 139 hotels 
used for the schools at Miami 
Beach will be returned to civilian 
operation by July 1. — 

Approximately 20,000 officers 
and men are involved in training 
activities at Miami Beach for of- 
ficer candidates, preflight cadets 
and basic training of enlisted men, 
All present classes will complete 
their training there, but steps al- 
ready have been taken to send all 
future classes to Texas. 

The transfer is possible, the De- 
partment said, chiefly because of 
the growing number of trained air 
forces personnel being sent over- 
seas, making Army-owned facili- 
ties available and permitting re- 
lease of leased buildings.

—American chewing tobacco is

Mogilev Podolski Falls to

LONDON, March 20 (AP).—Pre- 
mier Stalin announced tonight the 
capture of the railway bridgehead 
town of Mogilev Podolski on the 
Dniester River's east bank and of 
the contested stronghold of Vin- 
nitsa to the northeast. 

The fall of Mogilev Podolski 
broadened the base of the Russian 
drive into Bessarabia, part of pre- 
war Rumania. Soviet forces along 
a 3li-mile front already had 
crossed the Dniester, the Bessara- 
bilan boundary, and the capture of 
Mogilev Podolski gave them a secs 
ond main springboard for a smash 


into Rumania. 

The Soviet communique, broad- 
cast later from Moscow, re 
the capture of two district centers 
of the Rovno region in old Poland 
and more than 50 other populated 
places. The railway station of Rad- 
zivilov, 60 miles northeast of 
Lwow, was among the district cen- 
ters taken,

In addition * the seizure of the 
fortified city of Vinnitsa, troops 
ofthe First Ukrainian Army over- 
ran more than 30 other settle 
ments, including thé distri¢t cen .

LONDON, March 20 (AP). 
“Medium sized forces” of United 
States Flying Fortresses and Lib- 
erators attacked military targets 
in the Frankfurt area of Germany 
today, strategic Air Force head- 
quarters announced tonight. 

Today's force was estimated un- 
officially at between 250 and 500 
bombers. 

The strong fighter escort, which 

ineluded Thunderbolts, Lightnings 
and Mustangs, destroyed four en- 
enemy aricraft, the communique 
said. Six American bombers and 
eight fighters failed to return. 
- The blow into Germany carried 
forward a thunderous offensive in 
which Hitler’s European war ma- 
chine has been hit by more than 
21,000 tons of bombs since last 
Wednesday, a rate of more.than 
two téns a minute during the six 
days. 

Fighter pilots who returned 
ahead of the bombers said the 
American attackers flew through 
a weather and encountered

nes, 

Bomber crews said they encoun- 
tered bad weather requiring use 
of overcast bombing technique. 
They reported heavy flak in spots 
but few enemy fighters. 

Of the planes which went out 
from one fighter base a squadron 
commanded by Maj. James A. 
Stewart, Coronado, Cal. (not the 
actor), was the only one which 
é€ngaged enemy interceptors. 

“At times the weather was the 
worst I ever have seen,” said 
Stewart, who bagged two German 
Planes to bring his total to 12. 
“There were a few open spots but 
mot many.” 

The Berlin radio said several 
districts in western and south- 
western Germany were bombed at 
noon through heavy clouds, 

Mediums Raid. France. 

Between 1200 and 1700 American 
heavy and medium bombers and 
fighters engaged in a series of 
attacks, extending on through the 
day and reaching all the wav from 
“the French coast. to the southwest 
provinces of the Reich. 

. Waves of medium Marauders 
-carrying bombloads from 2000 to 
3000 pounds attacked targets 
_ closer to the channel. One force of 
about 150 B-26s hit Creil, a rail 
center, north of Paris, while two 
other waves totaling almost 200 
biasted Pas-de-Calais objectives, 

Thunderbolt fighter - bombers 
covered by other P-47s peppered 
two German airfields in France. 

From Italy Royal Air Force 
heavy and medium bombers last 
night hit the German-held ship- 
building base at Monfalcone, 
northwest of the Italian Adriatic 
port of Trieste, while from Brit- 
ain Mosquitoes raided: objectives 
in central and Western Germany 
without loss. 

Day Raids Yesterday. 

American way bombers struck 
into occupied urope yesterday 
from both Britain and Italy. 

Flying Fortresses of the Eighth 
Air Force, escorted by Thunder- 
bolts, plunged through a heavy 
barrage at dusk and pounded the 
French invasion coast in the Pas 
de Calais area. No enemy fighters 
were encountered, Oné bomber 
did not return. 

Both Fortresses and Liberators 
of the Fifteenth Air Force, hop- 
ping across the Alps from Italy, 
bombed the important Klagenfurt 
airdrome and war plants outside 
Graz, 60 miles from Vienna: Other 
United States heavy bombers at 
the same time blasted German- 
held railway yards and installa- 
tions at Knin and Metkovic, in 
Yugoslavia. 

The largest number of heavy 
bombers ever to operate from the 
Mediterranean theater took to the 
air yesterday. The Mediter- 
ranean Air Forces flew 1800 sor- 
ties in all operations yesterday, 
destroying 32 German fighters 
while losing 17 planes. 

R. F. 1000-Bomber Blow. 

The German chemical center of 
Frankfurt was the main target of 
an R. A. F. 1000-bomber operation 
Saturday night, but other forma- 
tions swung into France and set 
fire to an explosives works at 
Bergerac, 50 miles east of Bor- 
deaux, and still others hit into 
Western Germany. The British 
lost 22 planes during the night. 

During Saturday’s large-scale 
gttacks on aircraft factories in 
Southern Germany, TFighth Ar 
Force guna shot 82 of the enemy 
from the air at a cost of 43 
bombers and 10 fighters. 

Saturday's Mediterranean toll 


© was 122 German planes, most of 


them bagged in the air and on the 
ground during a heavy bomber 
attack against five airfields in 
the Udine area of North Italy.

(On the basis of the latest So- 
viet communiques the Russians 
are about 100 miles from the 
Carpathian Mountains at the near- 
est points in old Poland and Bes- 
sarabia), 

Stalin, in an order of the day 
broadcast by Moscow, said Mo- 
gilev Podolski was taken yester- 
day by tank and infantry maneu- 
ver. It is 35 miles northwest of 
Yampol, where the Russians made 
their first entry into Bessarabia. 

Vinnitsa, whose evacuatiqn the 
Germans had announced earlier 
in the day, fell after weeks of 
stubborn fighting by the Nazis. It 
is 50 miles northeast of Mogilev 
Podolski and had been used by 
the Germans as the base of some 
of their largest scale counter- 
attacks against the Soviet south- 
ern offensive. 

Zhmerinka to the southwest of 
Vinnitsa already had been taken 
by the Russians, who also were 
driving in force to the northwest. 

Moscow previously had  an- 
nounced the capture of 355 locali- 
ties in the 24 hours by the three 
Soviet armies smashing forward 
on a broad front from inside 
old Poland down to the Black Sea. 

New Threat to Rumania. 

The plunge of Marshal Ivan S. 
Konev’s Second Ukranian Army 
into Bessarabia posed a new 
threat to the Germans, as well as 
to the satellite Government of Ru- 
mania. 

As Konev poured masses of 
men and equipment across. the 
Dniester on bridges left intact by 
the fleeing Germans, thousands of 
panic-stricken Rumanian _ civil- 
ians were reported evacuating vil- 
liges in the path of the Soviet ad- 
vance, 

The Russians said thousands of 
Germans and Rumaniang were 
killed yesterday—many being 
hurled into the Dniester to perish 
—in a surge which overwhelmed 
more than 40 Bessarabian villages, 
The advance confronted the Nazis 
in the Odessa sector to the south- 
east with the threat of disaster as 
the Russians headed for the Dan- 
ube estuary in an effort to wall off 
the Nazi line of retreat into lower 
Rumania. 

The Second Ukrainian Army 
reached the Dniester on a front of 
more than 62 miles, the Soviet 
command. said. Among the 40 
communities on the west. bank 
listed as captured was the Mol- 
davian district town .of Soroki, 


near Yampol. 
Reds in Old Poland. 

To the north in old Poland, 
Marshal Gregory K. Zhukov's 
First Ukrainian Army captured 
the hilltop fortress of Kremenets 
(Krzemieniec), 70 miles northeast 
of Lwow, and swept forward an- 
other 10 miles to seize the village 
of Sestratyn. 

Kremenets is 37 miles north of 
Tarnopol, scene of a bitter strug- 
gle, and 20 miles south of cap- 
tured Dubno. The blow suggest- 
ed that the Russians were- by- 
passing tough German resistance 
at Tarnopol for their larger ob- 
jective at Lwow. 

On the other end of the south- 
ern front, units of Gen, Rodion 
Malinovsky’s Third Ukrainian 
Army attacking down the railway 
from Novo-Ukrainka _ steadily 
herded the Germans back toward 
the Black Sea port of Odessa. 
The Russians were only seven 
miles from the rail junction of 
Pervomaisk with the capture of 
Podgurye. The junction is the 
eastern end of the railway leading 
to Rumania via Slobodzeya and 
Rybnitsa. — 

Other Malinovsky forces tight- 
ened their pressure on _ isolated 
Nikolaev, on the east bank of the 
Bug estuary. There were signs 
the Germans were trying to evac- 
uate some troops by sea.

New Administrator Tells 
of Plans Before Group 
Considering Bill to 
Shift Control. 


—W. L, Clayton, newly appointed 
Federal] Surplus Property Admin- 
istrator, said today he had the 
power and intended, to use it to 
put a stop to loose disposition of 
excess Government-owned materi- 


als, and to bring about co-ordina- 
tion in this matter among the 
numerous agencies involved. 

As an ‘example, he said that, 
when his agency is fully organ- 
ized, he would see to it that one 
Government unit does not throw 
a particular surplus on the market 
while some other agency is buy- 
ing, or trying to buy, the same 
thing. 

“Tf you do that, you'll do a 
pretty good job,” remarked Repre- 
sentative Patman (Dem.), Texas. 

Clayton was before the House 
Banking Committee which’ is con- 
sidering a measure giving the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
additional authority to dispose of 
surpluses. He reserved his opin- 
ion on this bill, but remained to 
answer general questions about 
disposal. 

Representative Crawford (Rep.), 
Michigan, asserted the Govern- 
ment had been dumping Air Force 
gasoline cans, worth “from $7 to 
$10. each” on the market for a dol- 
lar apiece and asked. Clayton 
whether he felt he had authority 
to “aboslutely dictate” to the Gov- 
ernment agencies on where to sell 
surpluses, when and for how much. 

“I certainly do,” the administra- 
tor replied, “and we not only have 
the authority, we intend to exer- 
cise it.” 

Crawford stated he “felt better 
about it,” if that was so, because 
the Treasury Procurement Divi- 
sion, “for instance, has some of 
the poorest merchandisers in the 
country.”

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WEEK OF COMBAT COSTS 
LUFTWAFFE 479 PLANES 
AGAINST 212 FOR ALLIES 


LONDON, March 20 (AP). 
T least 479 German fighter 
A planes have. been. put out 
of action in the air and on 
ground. against the loss of 212 
Allied aircraft during the week 
beginning Monday, March 13, 
and extending through yestéer- 
day's operations, a compilation 
from.

The great majority of these 
were accounted for in-course of 


American daylight operations 
from Italy and Britain. 


Although: in number of ma- 
chines the German losses are 
greater, the Allies paid a higher 
price in plane weight and 
crews. Almost all of the Royal 
Air Force’s losses in night op- 
erations comprise heavy bomb- 
ers —— seven to eight men. 
In daylight operations Ameri- 
can losses of 10-man-crew 
heavy bombers run somewhat 
higher than those of the one- 
man fighters. Offsetting this, 
on the other hand, is the great- 
er Allied‘ potential making 
enemy losses comparatively the 
more serious, and the continu- 
ing reduction by bombs of 
German industrial capacity.

UP JAP CAMP WITH 
AIRCRAFT ROCKETS

BOUGAINVILLE (Delayed).—TI 
rode in a Marine torpedo bomber 
when it blasted Japanese equip- 
ment with blazing rockets today.

Anderson sighting in carefully on 
the center of the camp.

I caugh. a giimpse 
of brilliant balls racing way from 
the plane with a loud whistling 
sound, 

The rockets smashed into the 
center of the target, throwing a 
purple mushroom of flame, smoke, 
and debris more than 100 feet into

VESUVIUS IN WORST ERUPTION 
IN 34 YEARS; LAVA NEAR TOWN 


NAPLES, March 20 (AP).— 


Three streams .of molten lava 
rolled slowly down the sides of 
Mount Vesuvius last night after 
the famous volcano had erupted 
yesterday in its most violent dis- 
play of activity in 34 years. 

The lava wiped out 100 feet of 
the scenic railway winding around 
the mountain, and the stream on 
the southern slope was reported 
within two miles of the village of 
Boscotrecase. 

Shortly after the eruption an 
American soldier, Sgt. Fred C. 
Drake of Elmira, N. Y., drove to 
within 100 yards of the crater in 
a jeep so that Prof. Giuseppe 
Imbo of the Royal Vesuvius Ob- 
servatory might determine the ex- 
tent of the eruption. 
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MANNERHEIM SAD 
10 HAVE. WARNED 
FINNS OF DEFEAT 


Parliament Reported Not 
Told of Army Chief’s 
Views Before Rejecting 
Russian Terms. 


STOCKHOLM, March 20; (AP). 
—Finnish Government. depart- 
ments were reported today to be 
preparing to abandon Helsinki for 
a temporary capital in the north 
if necessary, strengthening the im- 
pression that Finland’s last chance 


for peace with Russian has now 
slipped dway. * 

Travelers returning from Hel- 
sinki said Finnish officials were 
getting their affairs in readiness 
for hasty departure and reported 
that virtually all children in the 
city had been evacuated to the 
country. 

The belief prevailed here that in 
failing to accept the armistice pro- 
posals submitted ‘by Moscow the 
Finns had closed the door to fur- 
ther negotiation and that they now 
have no alternative except to fight 
the war to an end. 

(In Washington, however, Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull ex- 
pressed hope that the door was 
not yet entirely closed. His state- 
ment, made in reply to a question, 
was thought to indicate that as 


far as the United States Govern-} 


ment knaws the possibility of 
further Russian -Finnish peace 
negotiations still exists.) 

The Helsinki Government's 
stand wag said to have been tak- 
en despite a warning from Baron 
Carl Gustaf Mannerheim, Finnish 
Army Commander-in-Chief, that it 
would be militarily impossible to 
withstand Russia in the long run 
if the Red Army launched a real 
offensive. It was reported, how- 
ever, that Mannerheim’s views 
had not been - conveyed to the 
Finnish Parliament before it ap- 
proved the Government’s view 
that the Soviet armistice condi- 
tions were “impossible,”

“If you haven't got those,” he 
adds grimly, “you're a goner.” 

Johnson, who first soloed a plane 
when he was 14 years old, is coldly 
methodical about his flying—con- 
fident without being cocky. 

“Flying is tiring, but I want to 
fly évery day,” he says. “It keeps 
your eyes accustomed to spotting 
enemy planes. After a layoff you 
can’t see a thing, When you fly 
regularly you can see even specks 
miles away. And you can even 
scent enemy planes, or so it 
seems.” 

Flying constantly obviously has 
brought results for Johnson, who 
has destroyed six German planes 
on his last six missions. 


Neck Always Sore. 

Johnson says he has a sore neck 
almost all the time from twisting 
continually in all directions look- 
ing for enemy planes from the 
very minute he takes off. 

“Why, any fighter pilot’s neck 
will grow as much as.two collar 
sizes at a time if he flies very 
much,” he says. 

How does he feel about being 
the top-ranking American ace in 
the European theater? 

“No difference,” and it is plain 
that he does not wish to talk 
about that. 

Johnson has been on 75 mis- 
sions and has flown 197% hours 
on raids. He calls his Thunder 
bolt “Lucky.” 

His plane has been hit three 
times. His narrowest escape was 
a few months ago over Muenster 
when it was so badly shot up he 
was prepared to bail out, 

“Tt’s a funny thing, but I think 
I was even grinning,” he recalls. 
“You don’t worry. You just figure, 
‘Hell, I’ve had * You never 
figure about the awful distance 
down. 

“That time, though, just as I 
was about to bail out, I thought, 
‘Hell, this is Germany and it'll 
take me a long time to get back 
from there,’ so I just kept flying.” 

It was a rough trip home. John- 
s0n was attacked several times by 
rocket-firing fighters. One Nazi, 
seoing him in trouble, _swooped 


ed Press Wire 
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close twice, took several shots 
and even waved, but Johnson 
managed to keép his plane up and 
made a crash landing in England. 

“Scared” Until He Sees Nazi. 

Johnson says he is tense—“you 
might even call it scared’”—until 
he sees a German plane, and then 
he forgets everything: He never 
knows what type.of. enemy plane 
it is, however, even though he’s 
been so close that he’s been 
showered with fragments from 
exploding German craft. 

All his kills have been con- 
firmed by the movie camera 
which every American fighter 
carries synchronized with his 
guns, 

“The Luftwaffe is reeling, but 
still has a lot of fight left,” is 
the way Johnson sums up his im- 
pression of the German air force. 
“Some of the German pilots are 
still damned hot, but some have 
no experience at all, it seems.™ 

He said the German fighters 
have been using tricky new 
tactics, sometimes waiting to 
pounce upon a single bombing 
squadron and ignoring the others. 

One of the Nazis’ favorite tricks 
is to send up a couple of fighters 
as bait to lure the escorting 
American fighters away so a 
bunch of German planes hiding 
overhead can swoop down on the 
bombers.

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“5 BRITISH SLOOPS. 
SINK 6 U-BOATS 
NN20-DAY PATROL 


Vessels 
Lost, but Others Save 
Its Crew in North At- 
lantic Operation. 


LONDON, March 20 (AP)~ 
Five British naval sloops were 
credited officially today with 
sinking six German submarines on 
a 20-day patrol in the North At- 


lantic described by First Lord of 
the Admiralty A. V. Alexander as 
“perhaps the greatest cruise ever 
undertaken in this war by an es 
cort group.” 

The feat was announced in an ' 
Admiralty communique which dis- 
closed the loss of one of the light, 
speedy craft—the H. M. 8. Wood- 
pecker, which foundered in heavy 
weathering after receiving a tore 
pedo hit. 

All the Woodpecker’s crew was 
rescued, however, and re 
recently to Liverpool with the 
other four ships to receive a gala 
welcome. The four 
sloops were identified as the Kite, 
Magpie, Starling and Wildgoose. 

Five of the Nazi su 
sunk during the patrol were sent 
to the bottom with their entire 
crews, the Admiralty said. Fifty- 
one crewmen of the sixth were 
captured before it wag sunk by 
gunfire after being 1 Samet to the 
surface with depth oh 

The first of the six ‘ills was 
made 300 miles southwest of Ire- 
land, and all were sunk either 
while stalking or lurking near Al- 
lied convoys. 

The vessels credited with the 
victories are craft of little more 
than 1000 tons, carry a comple- 
ment of about 126 men and usual- 
ly are armed only with four-inch 
antiaircraft guns. They depend 
largely on their speed and the 
power of their depth charges to 
hunt down and break up subma- 
rine packs.

Temperature to Rise. 


Temperatures are expected to 
rise somewhat with the outlook 
for a low tomorrow of 30 to 36 
degrees. The apparent low for 
the entire cold snap was recorded 
between 4 and 9 p. m. yesterday, 
when the official temperature re- 
mained at 24 degrees. It had gone 
up to 26 degrees at 9 o'clock this 
morning. 

Lambert-St. Louis Airport, which 
was closed to flying at 12:40 a. m.

Snow com- 
bined with the sleet shortly after 
noon, and at 4 o'clock. sleet 
stopped and the snow continued. 
It fell steadily until after dark, 
then intermittently until 2:30 a. 
m. today. 

The heaviest snow fall recorded 
in Missouri was four inches at 
Hardin, in Ray County, and Co- 
luthbia had the morning’s lowest 
temperature, 17 degrees. A low of 
26 degrees at Joplin caused the 
fear that peach, pear and plum 
buds in that area might have been 
damaged, 

Many Minor Accidents, 

The Missouri and Illinois State 
highways reported numerous mi- 
nor accidents, and said all roads 
in this section were dangerously 
slick this morning. St. Louis po- 
lice said there were numerous mi- 
nor traffic accidents, and nine 
persons were treated at City Hos- 
pital for injuries suffered from 
falis on the ice.

Big U. S. Bombers F ly to Britain 
At Rate ‘Far Outstripping Losses’ 


LONDON, March 20 (AP).— 
Four-engined American bombers, 
flying the Atlantic in a record 
stream to join the battle against 
Germany, are arriving in Britain 
within 10 days after leaving as- 
sembly lines in the United States 
and in a daily volume “far out- 
stripping any losses that may be 
incurred in any raid,” the London 
Daily Mail says. 

The newspaper quotes the chief 
of one American command as say- 
ing: “The volume of traffic in one 
recent month was 15 times as 
great as a year ago, and the North 
Atlantic route has been regularly 
used this winter.” 

He predicted that all records for 


trans-Atlantic air traffic will be 
broken in the next few months.

Friends had 
brought in small contributions of 
food to add to the altar. Mrs. 
Reina had been cooking all week 
to prepare for the celebration. 


All afternoon friends and fellow- 
parishioners dropped in. They ate 
after the soldiers had eaten and 
drank red wine. Into a plate at 
the side of the altar they dropped 
their donations, to be given to the 
charities of St. Ambrose Catholic 
Church.

MAJOR DRIVE NEAR 
BORDER OF INDIA 


Enemy Pushes Across 
Chindwin in Threat to 

Stilwell Campaign, 
China Supply Bases. 


By PRESTON GROVER 

NEW DELHI, March 20 (AP). 
—The biggest battle fought in 
Burma since the Allies were driv- 
en out two years ago apparently 
was developing along the frontier 
of India today, where the Japa- 
nese have crossed the Chindwin 
River in force at several points. 

Stung by the loss of Hukawng 
Valley in Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stil- 
well’s victorious four-month North 
Burma campaign, the Japanese 
obviously were attempting to break 
through the jungle and reach the 
supply line which feeds not only 
Stilwell's forces but also those of 
Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault in 
China. : 

The Japanese were advancing 
in two main directions, north- 
ward along the west side of the 
Chindwin toward the British base 
of Imphal, India, and westward 
from a point farther north be- 
tween Homalin and Tamanthi., 

A communique from Adm. Lord 
Louis Mountbatten’s headquarters 
yesterday said “it is now apparent 
that the Japanese are staging a 
major offensive on the Chindwin 
front.” Japanese air raiders at- 
tacked the Imphal area Thursday 
and Friday. 

An Allied headquarters com- 
munique said today that Amer- 
ican and Chinese forces mopping 
up in the. Hukawng Valley 
outflanked a Japanese unit east 
of Jambu Bum, on the Mogaung 
Valley border, forcing enemy 
forces to resume their southward 
retreat. 

Stilwell’s headquarters an- 
nounced yesterday that 4000 Jap- 
anese were estimated to have been 
killed in the Hukawng Valley 
where Allfed forces occupied about 
1800 square miles of territory in 
four and a half months. 


Chinese casualties still are of-j 
ficially reported as “substantially | 
less than the Japanese.” Stilwell’s|

trained Chinese- divisions, one 
American-trained Chinese tank 
‘unit, and one American infantry 
‘outfit.

N demanding that the Irish Government take appropriate steps

Argentina and Chile on how the Axis partners use their diplomatic 


agents for espionage and sabotage, 


Details of German and —* 
nese espionage in Latin Ameri 
are revealed by the publication by 
the Pan-American Union of the 
annual report of the Emergency 
Advisory Committee for Political 
Defense, which contains the text 
of memoranda prepared by the 
American Government on Axis 
activities in Argentina and Chile. 
Although these studies were sub- 
mitted to the committee about a 
year ago, there is reason for be- 
lief here that: some of these diplo- 
mats are continuing to direct the 
campaign in South and Central 
American countries against the 
United Nations. 


The Argentine memorandum 


“fisted more than 30 Axis agents 


who operated in that country un- 
der orders and instructions of the 
German High Command or Hein- 
rich Himmler of the Gestapo. 


Net Spread to 10 Countries. 

“It has been established,” the 
memorandum stated, “that from 
this base of operations the Ger- 
mans have spread their net of 
subversive organization to at least 
10 American countries, and that 
as a result of their work a large 
number of American lives, consid- 
erable American property, and the 
lives and property of the citizens 
and countries of the United Na- 
tions engaged in the struggle 
against the totalitarian powers 
have been lost.” 

When the memorandum was 
written, Argentina had not broken 
diplomatic relations, even in the 
present vague way, with Germany 
and Japan, so at that time the 
American investigators could prop- 
erly say: 

“There is convincing proof that 
members of the German Embassy 
in Buenos Aires are an integral 
part of the totalitarian espionage 
service, The eviience establishes, 
in detailed and concrete form, the 
role played by Axis diplomats in 
the organization, direction, financ- 
ing and co-ordination of the activi- 
ties of different groups or cells 
of agents and their accomplices 
who are actively engaged in their 
subversive work on behalf of the 
Axis powers; this evidence like- 
wise shows the degree to which 
diplomatic channels are being used 
as one of the most effective and 
certain methods for the transmis- 
sion of information connected with 
the espionage activities. 


Four Groups in Argentina. 


“The German espionage service 
in South America, operating under 
the orders and inatructions of the 
German High Command, is known 
to be using at least four groups 
of agents in Argentina. These 
are not isolated entities; they com- 
bine and collaborate with similar 
groups which have been estab- 
lished, in different forms, in al- 
most all other American Repub- 
lics ..... each group gravitates 
around an important clandestine 
radio station. 

“Although as a general ce each 
group has autonomy of action and 
operates independently of the other 
groups, with little or no knowledge 
of the individuals who comprise 
the other groups, effective unifica- 
tion and direction are achieved 
through German diplomatic of- 
ficers. 

This system offers the Germans 
the distinct advantage that when 
individuals of one group are iden- 
tified or detained by the national 
authorities, the other group or 
cells are generally not affected 
and can continue their operations 
without interruption.” 


Directed by Naval Attache. 


The director of this espionage 
system at the time of the report 
was Capt. Dietrich Niebuhr, Ger- 
man naval attache at Buenos 
Aires, whom the memorandum de- 
scribed as “one of the most dan- 
gerous agents in South America.” 
In one group his code name was 
“Attache,” in another “Diego.” 
Here ia the American outline of 
his activities: P 

“He controls most of the agents 
in the southern part, of the West- 
ern Hemisphere, acts as paying of- 
ficer. for practically all of them, 
distributing funds and instructions 
to agents to enable them to ac- 
complish their espionage activities. 
Capt. Niebuhr wag formerly sub- 
ordinate in this work to Maj. Gen. 
Gunther Niedenfuhr. 

“The general, who was formerly 
chief of the German military mis- 
sion and an instructor in the Ar- 
gentine Army, was ideal for the 

ition of chief of German 
Espionage in Argentina. As. Ger, 
man military attache in Rio de 
Janeiro, he was especially valu- 
able. He had no code name in 
Group I, but in Group II his code 
name was ‘Miller’ (Mueller), When 
Brazil broke relations with the 
Axis, Niedenfuhr was in Rio de 
Janeiro and was obliged to depart 
for Germany with the rest of the 
German diplomats. Due to this 
adverse circumstance, Capt, Nie- 
buhr replaced him.” 

Niebuhr was sent back to Ger- 
many after Argentina broke with 
the Axis, but many of his agents 
remained. Some were arrested in 
November, 1942, but strangely 
enough, were rearrested in Febru- 
ary this year. Some were never 
taken into custody.

The Irish government, in its re- 
ply to the Siate Department de- 
mand for recall of Axis diplomats, 
confirmed that the German Min- 
ister to Dublin had had a wire- 
less transmission set, but in- 
sisted that he had been debarred 
from using it “for a long time.” 
The Irish reply also claimed that 
radio sending equipment dropped 
with German parachutists had 
been confiscated. The Irish 
boasted that 10 foreigners and 
two Irish nationals, suspected of 
espionage intentions, had been 
imprisoned. These admissions and 
arrests confirmed reports that the 
Germans were trying to play the 
same game in Ireland that they 
had played in Argentina.

Not a Glamorous Vocation. 


Spying and sabotage are not the 
glamourous and mysterious busi- 
ness the Oppenheim novels make 
it out to be. Only a few women 
are mentioned in the American 
memoranda, and they are usually 
relatives of the male spies and 
saboteurs. The Nazis wanted tech- 
nical information down to the 
minutest detail, For instance, the 
Germans asked its South Ameri- 
can agents for this information: 

“Maritime information: Con- 
struction of war .and merchant 
ships of the United States; ca- 
pacity of launching ways (ship- 
yards); transfers of merchant 
vessels to the Navy; organization 
of tactics and dislocation of the. 
Navy; losses, damage and dura- 
tion of repairs; change of names; 
new armaments and types of ves- 
sels; naval and air bases; forma- 
tion of expeditionary forces; their 
organization and equipment; dis- 
embarking equipment; plans of 
operation; movements of troops 
and war materiel; protective dis- 
guises and armament of merchant 
ships; routes followed; value of 
the convoy protection of the U. 
S. A.; North American periodi- 
cals: Daily Freight Register; 
Daily Freight Record; Fair Play; 
Army and Navy Journal; Army 
and Navy Register; Iron Age; 
Marine News; Pacific Marine Re- 
view; Marine Engineering and 
Shipping Review; Marine Prog- 
ress; also reports on the meetings 
of Congressional committees.” 


Offer to Sink Ships. 


After the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor, an agent was able 
to give the following information 
to Berlin: 

“From trustworthy confidential 
agent it was learned that all 
armed steamships are to be 
equipped with torpedo nets upon 
arriving in Trinidad, Freetown 
and all &nglish ports. Nets are to 
from U. 8. A, 
My confidential agent will supply 
in near future all available de- 
tails concerning width of mesh, 
cable strength, accomplishment 
test, depth, distance from ship’s 
side, fastenings, slip arrange- 
ment. With aid of Kuntze Jr., 
absolutely safe men are assured 
who will send to bottom two or 
three large English ships as ships 
lay cables outside these terri- 
torial waters without any suspi- 
cion falling on us, If business to 
our interest, payment only after 
sinking, nothing in advance,” 

Twelve days later Berlin re- 
plied, “Proposal for destruction 
of ships very interesting.” 

Around this time, the clande- 
stine radios were oe on 
airplane production in various 
parts of the United States, giv- 
ing the armament of planes, 
horsepower of engines, number of 
employes in specific plants and 
number of propellers produced, as 
well as the arrival and departure 
of British and American ships in 
Latin America. 


Work Extremely Accurate. 


Commenting on thé nature of 
these radio intercepts, the memo- 
randum said: 

“The work done by these agents 
has been extremely accurate and 
especially harmful to the Allied 
powers, as well as to the neutral 
American republics. Millions of 
dollars worth of ships, merchan- 
dise, petroleum, ammunition and 
foodstuffs have been sent to the 
bottom of the seas due to the. ef- 
forts of these agents. i 

“As a result of the information 
transmitted to the German High 
Command by its spies in Argen- 
tina concerning merchant ships of 
the American nations and Eng- 
land, vessels such as the ‘Anda- 
lucia Star’ suffered the tragic 
fate known to all the Ameriéas. 
These agents are responsible for 
the loss of the lives of hundreds 
of men, women and children who 
perished when their ships were de- 
astroyed by German torpedoes.” 

Each of the four groups in 
Argentina had its own radio send- 
ing apparatus. The first group, 
which operated indirectly under 
Capt. Niebuhr, concerned itself 
primarily with shipping informa- 
tion, although one of the agents 
reported that he was negotiating

The committee’s ‘observations 
were contained in a progress re- 
port on war contract termination 
legislation, which was described as 
providing “a firm legislative basis” 
for the terminated war contracts, 
with full protection of the Gov- 
ernment’s interest. 

The committee said the need for 
early action was demonstrated by 
the fact that already 14,000 war 
contracts aggregating more than 
13 billion dollars have been termi- 
nated, 

“Since the middle of 1943,” the 

report said, “we have witnessed a 
rising’ wave of ‘cutbacks’ in pro- 
duction,” either because of chang- 
ing military requirements or be- 
cause the initial outfitting of the 
armed forces has been completed 
and adequate reserves have been 
built up, and new production is 
needed now for replacement pur- 
poses only. 
' “Generally speaking, howeyer, 
cutbacks in one program have 
been counterbalanced by increases 
in another program. 

“A gecond wave of cutbacks 
much more severe than the one 
we are now experiencing, is due 
when Germany is defeated. And 
when Japan is defeated there will 
be an avalanche of cutbacks.” 

The contract termination bill is 
a companion measure to the 
broader George-Murray industrial 
demobilization bill, on which pub- 
lic hearings will be held next 
month,

“The housing stock as a whole,” 
the report states, “is in an ex- 


tremely deteriorated condition. . In 
urban areas, more than 23 per cent 
of all dwellings had no private 
bath in 1940, and over 10 per cent 
were in need of major repairs, In 
the rural communities these per- 
centages were considerably high- 
er, and on farms higher still. Of 
the houses either needing major 
repairs or without private bath, 
6,200,000 were in urban areas, con- 
stituting almost 29 per cent of 
the urban supply. Disregarding 
the lack of private baths in rural 
areas, 4,300,000 houses, represent- 
ing over 27 per cent of the rural 
supply, were in need of major 
repairs.” 

On the basis of these and other 
statistics gathered in the survey, 
the report says: “No strain is 
required to build up an estimate 
of potential new housing demand 
amounting to 1,800,000, or even 
more, nonfarm units a year dur- 
ing the first decade after the war. 
There would be, in addition, a 
heavy demand for farm housing, 
repairs and alterations.” 


Increased Cost Likely. 


The fact that from 1919 to 1935, 
4.5 per cent of the national income 
was spent on housing, the report 
says, affords another way of esti- 
mating postwar housing demand. 
Six per cent is taken as a possible 
figure for the immediate postwar 
years, and on this basis it is esti- 
mated that six billion dollars will 
be spent yearly for housing con- 
struction, 

“The estimates,” it is stated, 
“are within the realm of proba- 
bility and they show that the in- 
dustry has a huge market to atrive 
for—a market in excess of any-

War Speeds Up Change. 


“There have been many efforts 
made to break.through these bar- 
riers, The impact of war speeded 
up the rate of industrial change. 
Within two years from the war’s 
start materials were no longer 
widely enough available to permit 
the waste and extravagance of 
customary Duilding methods. The 
labor supply was so reduced that 
even with a sharp curtailment of 
housebuilding volume, the main- 
tenance of archaic and restrictive 
handicraft methods was no longer 
tenable. 

“The war thus brought about in- 
creased efficiency in the design of 
dwellings, in the use of materials 
in building dwellings, and in the 
building processes themselves. At

Basic English, which the British Government 
is now undertaking to foster as an international 
language, is no cartel—not-.even a monopoly. 
There seems no good and sufficient reason why 
other quarters should not bring forth Basic Chi- 
nese, Basic Russian, Basic Spanish or even 
Basic Esperanto. The more, the noisier. 

Among the 2796 languages spoken in this 
oblate Babel, English possesses no uniqueness to 
single it out as the international tongue, unless 
the brashness of English-speaking peoples in giv- 
ing extra‘eminence to what is their own is such 
a qualification. The weight of numbers belongs 
to the Chinese language, which is spoken by some 
488 millions; English is second, Russian third 
and Spanish fourth. 

It would be a very good idea if we could have 
access to basic vocabularies in all these principal 
languages, and in others as well. The trend 
which has been brought about by military’ educa- 
tion—of teaching languages as speech rather than 
as literature, as useful words and phrases rather 
than as grammar, as the popular rather than 
as the classical—takes quite a similar tack, stress- 
ing simplicity and utility; and basic language 
would combine very well with basic teaching. 

Whatever basic this, that or the other does to 
the English-speaking peoples, it is ardently to 
be hoped that it will not aggravate their rather 
arrogant tendency to take the stand that if there 
is to be converse between them and those who 
speak other languages, the other fellows will 
have to learn English, At the same time as the 
basic idea stimulates the spread of English, it 
should be used to teach and encourage the use 
of other languages by ete cca peoples.

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Simplifying Taxes Is Not So Simple 


The Mirver 
of 
Public Opinion 


Government's effort to adjust income-tax load to ability of indi- 
vidual to pay has made returns complex, newspaper's analysis 
shows; allowing for deductions creates a problem for Congress; the 
big difficulty is to work out a plan both uncomplicated and just. 


From the Baltimore Evening Sun ; 


The basic thing to remember about tax 
aimplification is that it is hard to achieve 
without injustice. The income-tax laws are 
complex largely because of a desire in Con- 
gress and in the Treasury to avoid the in- 
dividual hardships that inevitably occur 
when one invariable rule is applied to a 
wide variety of cases, 


A flat tax on gross income without per- 
sonal exemption, without credit for depend- 
ents and without any of the deductions the 
law now allows for taxes paid or for con- 
tributions to charity would be a very sim- 
ple matter... It would be especially simple 
if there were no progressive increase in 
rates in the upper brackets, 


Such a tax, however, ‘would work many 
hardships. It would require the man with 
a large family and many dependents to 
pay as much income tax as the single per- 
son with the same annual income and no 
family responsibilities whatever. It would 
subject the man with only $2000 of income 
to the same rate as the man with $200,000, 
Simplicity would be achieved at the sacri- 
fice of adjustments now universally recog- 
nized as just and fair. 


One reason the tax we now have is com- 
plicated is that it undertakes to facilitate 
such adjustments. That is, it seeks to tem- 
per the tax winds to the shorn lambs upon 
whose backs the winds blow. 


In Fairness to Individuals 


In conformity with the principle of abil- 
ity to pay, the present tax allows a married 
man a larger personal exemption than the 
single man, It recognizes the fact that a 
man with five children is entitled to a 
greater credit for dependents than a man 
with but one child.

In order not to penalize those who are 
visited by sickness, the law now under- 
takes to abate the taxes of those who in 
the course of a single year have to pay 
big bills to doctors and hospitals, All these 
deductions from income and many others 
are allowed on the theory that such allow- 
ances are necessary to adjust the tax levy 
to individual circumstances, 


Practically all the many special provi- 
sions of the tax law were conceived with 
this purpose in view. They make the tax 
return complicated, but without them in- 
justice would result in a host of individual 
cases, 


What gives proposals for income-tax sim- 
plification an especial urgency at this time 
ia the fact that within the last few years, 
the income tax has been so extended that 
it now covers some 50 million persons. In 
the earlier years when only four million 
or five million persons were subject to this 
levy, the headaches and complexities did 
not really constitute a general problem. 


How Complications Grow 


With practically every wage-earner pay- 
ing the tax, however, there is grave danger 
that if adjustments to individual cases are 
too refined, the whole system will break 
down for lack of understanding among tax- 
payers and also for lack of proper audit- 
ing in the Internal Revenue Bureau. 


The need for simplification is increased 
by the way in which the coverage of the 


tax laws has been extended. Not only have. 


the exemptions\ been lowered and the credit 
for dependents reduced, thus subjecting 


added millions to the income tax itself, but 
a new levy, the Victory tax, has been su- 
perimposed on the older income tax. As a 
result, the taxpayer must now compute his 
liability under two laws instead of one, 


From the theoretical standpoint, some- 
thing can be said for this duplication. The 
Victory tax was adopted as a means of sub- 
jecting to a direct Federal levy many of 
those who, by reason of the personal ex- 
emptions and credit for dependents, avoid 
liability under the income tax altogether. 


For example, a married man with three 
children and an income of $2200, would pay 
no income tax at all, because his exemption 
and allowance for dependents would be 
$2250. Such a man would pay Victory tax 
at 3 per cent net, however, on all income 
in excess of $624 a year. 


Reason for Victory Tax 


Had the exemption on the income tax 
been lowered to $624, the man with three 
children and $2200 in income would have 
been subject to a 19 per cent tax, which 
would have been unbearable. It was only 
by devising the Victory tax with its net 
levy of 3 per cent that such a man and 
others in like situation could be reached 
in a reasonable manner. 


There is also the proposal to eliminate 
tax returns for all employed persons with 
not more than $2000 of taxable income; 
that is to say, for all persons in the first 
tax bracket. The introduction of the with- 
holding system of tax collection last July 
opened the way for this step toward sim- 
plification, ¢ 


Under this system, the tax liability of 
employed persons in the first bracket is 
approximately discharged when their em- 
ployers deduct 20 per cent of their earnings. 


Yet every person in this bracket has to 
go through the formality of filing a return 
at the end of the tax year, and the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue must audit the re- 
turns. It must also collect the many small 
balances that remain due and issue checks 
in cases where withholding has taken from 
the taxpayer more than he owes, 


Why Returns Ard Needed 


Many employed peksons have investment 
income in addition to their wages and sal- 
aries. Such persons cannot be freed from 
the obligation to account for their invest- 
ment income and pay taxes on it. Many 
others are self-employed. They must also 
account for what they receive. 


Moreover, any arrangement for dispens- 
ing with returns would of necessity have 
to fix an arbitrary amount for the deduc- 
tions. Persons who pay a considerable pro- 
portion of their income for taxes on a 
home and interest on a mortgage and 


' others who have extraordinary medical ex- 


penses would almost assuredly suffer un- 
der such an arrangement. 

In a word, the experts who are woeking 
on this problem cannot go very far with- 
out encountering the difficulty mentioned 
at the outset of this discussion—the diffi- 
culty, that is, of achieving simplicity with- 
out sacrificing justice.

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Writer’s Theory About Russia 
Is No Help to Postwar Unity 


“Russia and Postwar’ Kurope,” by David 3, Dalliny 
Transiated by F. K. Lawrence, (Yale University 
Presa, New Haven, Conn.) 

The author of this book argues that, in 
our war for survival as a democracy, we 
should not overlook the fact that Russia’s 
future plans are expansionistic and potent, 
and that we should not condone so sasily 
her establishment of wide “security 
spheres” in Europe. Moat of the book pre 
sents an intelligent analysis of the many 
factors affecting Russia's foreign policy, 
but its conclusions do not necessarily 
square with the author’s reasoning, and 
are therefore fraught with danger. 

Those who have studied the Soviet situa- 
tion would both question and challenge 
Mr. Dallin’s sweeping statement that “the 
Soviet Government has not the least faith 
in the durability of postwar alliances, in 
assurances of friendship, or in pacts of col 
lective security. For this reason it seeka, 
and will seek even more as time goes on, 
to insure its interests by means of widening 
its sphere of influence in Europe, Recog- 
nition by other powers of Russia’s right te 
control these territories is the first aim of 
Soviet foreign policy in the last stage of 
the present war. 

“In this war, the Soviet Government, as 
formerly, sees a combination of two ideas— 
the idea of defense as expressed in the so- 
called ‘strategic frontiers,’ and a 
of the Socialist sphere in Burope." 


Undoubtedly some newspapers will avail 
themselves of such conclusions and submit 
them to the American public as an in- 
disputable and authoritative presentation 
of Russia’s foreign policy and its bearing 
on postwar European collaboration. For 
this reason, one regrets the publication of 
such statements at a time when an under 
standing between the governments of 
Soviet Russia and the United States has as 
yet not been effected, the Moscow and Te- 
heran conferences notwithstanding. 

Contrary to the easy and dramatic 
theories of commentators, pleaders, apol- 
ogists and critics, Mr. Dallin argues that 
there is a discernible continuity in Soviet 
foreign policy that is based on the hard 
facts of economic geography, population 
and the rising nationalistic-patriotic spirit 
which permeates, now more than ever be- 
fore, the Russian people as a whole. 

The author says he has undertaken 
the tagk of rectifying the statement of 
Winston ‘Churchill that “Soviet Russia’s 
foreign policy is a riddle wrapped in a 
mystery inside an enigma.” In this book, 
Mr. Dallin succeeds to a greater degree than 
he did in his previous book, “Soviet Rus- 
sia’s Foreign Policy, 1939-42.” 

His is a provocative story of momentous 
bearing on American-Soviet collaboration 
during the postwar period. It is folly to 
believe, however, that the Soviet Govern- 
ment will be willing to effect a-firm alli- 
ance with the Western powers affecting the 
European scene to the exclusion of the Pa- 
cific area, Failing to recognize such «a 
factor is one of the outstanding weaknesses 
of Mr. Dallin’s books.

EN. GERT VON RUNDSTEDT’S appeal to the Germans to 
“fight to the last,” Nazi Spokesman Gen. von Dittmar’s recent 
warning that Germans who waver now will deservedly be Himm- 


lerized, and the New Year's congratulatory telegram of Gen. von 
Brauchitsch to INs beloved Fuehrer—these have led some Americans 
to conclude that last year’s reports about a deep rift between Hitler 
and his Generals was so much vaporing. 


Exactly the contrary is true. 


The rift came, but, having failed to | ike 


produce the desired results, has been temporarily filled with com- 
pressed rhetoric and will open again with the — opening of 


the West European front. ° 


The German Generals are in- 
deed believed to have approached 
the Allied leaders in an effort to 
ascertain whether Anglo-American 
terms would be sufficiently favor- 
able to tempt them to overthrow 
the Fuehrer and install their own 
military dictatorship. 

It was perhaps to rumors of 
this meeting that the Pravda 
Cairo correspondent was referring 
in his Jan. 12 dispatch which 
charged that “two British person- 
alities recently had a secret meet- 
ing with Ribbentrop in a coastal 
town in the Iberian peninsula to 
elucidate the terms of a separate 
peace with Germany.” 

Wher Pravda’s correspondent 
added that “the discussions did 
not remain without results,” he 
was right, but in a sense abso- 
lutely opposite of what he implied. 

‘The facts as related to this 
writer are as follows: 

Last autumn, four leading Ger- 
man Generals—Rundstedt, Mann- 
stein, Bock and Brauchitsch—de- 
cided that the time had come to 
stave off defeat by seeking a sep- 
arate peace with the Anglo-Amer- 
icans if this could be done on a 
satisfactory basis. 


A Cabal of Generals. 


German leaders still look back 
nostalgically to the days when the 
British and the Americans were 
seeking to avoid war on any de- 
cent terms, and, like Rudolf Hess, 
still don't quite believe that Hit- 
ler long ago destroyed all chance 
for compromise or negotiated 
peace. So four top Nazi Generals 
formed what can properly be called 
a cabal to double-cross the Nazis. 
Then the scene shifted to Lisbon. 

One day last November, a man 
approached the British Embassy 
and introduced himself as Col. 
von Massow of the great German 
General Staff. He had come, he 
explained, simply to find out what 
the real Anglo-American terms of 
peace would be. How about a 
little deal? 

The Britishers in the Embassy, 
according to my _ information, 
didn't hesitate one moment: “Un- 
conditional surrender.” 

The officer persisted: “But sure- 
ly the Russian danger, etc., etc.” 
Finally realizing he had met a 
stone wall, he reluctantly went 


away. The Generals had made 
their attempt ,and it had failed. 

Research failed to show the ex- 
istence of any Col. von Massow. 
Apparently the officer in question 
was really Gen. von Briesen, com- 
mander of the German troops in 
Czechoslovakia, 

Himmler’s men were also on the 
job, On the way back from Lisbon, 
Briesen was arrested by the Ges- 
tapo at Paris and held. There was 
a chance he would be tried—that 
the existence of the cabal would 
be dragged into the open and the 
four Generals shot, That would 
have meant a public scandal and 
an open breach between the party 
and the Army devastating to Ger- 
man morale. 

Himmler hesitated, then ordered 
Briesen’s release, The latter re- 
turned to Prague, but later was 
ordered to the Russian front as 
“punishment.” 


Decision of the Plotters. 


Meanwhile, the four conspira- 
tors, realizing that: the Americans 


unconditional surrender meant un- 
conditional surrender, did what 
they could to mollify angry Hitler. 
Since they were linked with the 
party in a common fate, they 
might just ag well stick togeth- 
er in a common struggle, at least 
until the fortunes of war offered 
a new chance of wangling some- 
thing. 

The Lisbon episode, reaching 
Russian ears in a garbled or an 
incomplete version, may easily 
have given rise to the Pravda 
story. What is far more impor- 
tant, it throws light both upon 
the Germans’ desperate need for 
peace and upon the recklessness 
with which they are now fighting. 

Germany’s last chance is to tire 
and divide the Allies — to tire 
them by prolonging the struggle 
and making it costly, to divide 
them by any. possible devices. 

The greatest overseas invasion 
force ever seen is being massed 
in the little island of Britain. 
Doubting their own ability to re- 
sist by arms, the Germans are 
making a final despairing effort 
to resist by propaganda. Repulsing 
the. German propaganda blitz is

The Senator from Michigan 
shares with the General a love for 
purple prose. That may be one 
reason he is such a MacArthur fan 
—an admiration for the highly col- 
ored rhetoric that the General 
gives off in moments of emotion. 
It even creeps into the MacArthur 
communiques. 

But Vandenberg can advance a 
reason grounded in practical poli- 
tics, too. He says that the voters 
this fall will be voting for a com- 
mander - in - chief. Ten million 
mothers and fathers will be think- 
ing of the man who will determine 
the destinies of their children. If 
the Republicans nominate an emi- 
nent civilian with no war record, 
he will inevitably compare unfa- 
vorably with Roosevelt and Roose- 
velt’s long record of experience. 


A Long Look Ahead. 


The cynical, sentimental Sena- 
tor from Michigan is looking way 
ahead into the future. In nomi- 
nating MacArthur, he says, the 
G. O. P. would be out in front of 
a trend. In a recent. magazine 
article, he wrote: 

“I venture the prediction that, 


when 10 million of our fighting | 


eons are home again, every Presi- 
dent for two generations to come 
will have been a stalwart figure in 
this fighting war. I do not run 
from such a prophecy. [I think it 
is sound democracy. Who has bet- 
ter earned the right? Who has 
better serve the Republic? Who 
better knows what America is 
worth? In my view, MacArthur 
is richly endowed to be the moni- 
tor in this regard...” 

History, of course, is behind Van- 
denberg’s prophecy. The veterans 
of the Civil War elected Gen. 
Grant in 1868. And for nearly 20 
years afterward, the Grand Army 
of the Republic swung the balance 
in national elections. 


Washington vs. Grant. 


Vandenberg is well aware that 
Grant is an unhappy example. 
Grant’s ' pathetic failure in the 
White House has been cited often 
by those who want to stop the 
MacArthur-for-President move. As 
contrary exhibits, the Senator from 
Michigan offers Gen. Washington 
and Gen. Jackson, 

MacArthur's biggest handicap is 
the fact that he has been out of 
the country since 1935. At the re- 
quest of the Philippine Govern- 
ment, he went out to organize the 
Philippine Army after he had com- 
pleted his tour of duty—extended 
by President Roosevelt beyond the 


—— term—as Chief of Staff 
here in Washington, 

For nearly a decade—one of the 
‘most crowded and eventful 10 
_years in American history—Mac- 
Arthur has had everything at sec- 
ond hand. He cannot know the 
temper of the great mass of the 
American people. Dealing with 
human beings on an ordinary level 
has never been easy for the Gen- 
eral, in any event, 

Vandenberg tries to turn the 
handicap into an advantage. He 
says that MacArthur would be free 
of the factional prejudices that be- 
set the country. He could unify 
America as could no one else. 

Buttressing all these fine argu- 
ments is Van’s conviction of Mac- 
Arthur’s 20-karat political appeal. 
It is his firm conviction that the 
General would crack the Solid 
South, 


Southerners Back General. 


Twelve dissident Democratic 
Senators from Southern states are 
said to have met in a private res- 
taurant in the capital with James 
A. Farley some time ago. After 
two hours of talk, they are report- 
ed to have agreed that only Mac- 
Arthur could, make ah impression 
in the South in a contest with

Asserts Blunt Instrument 
Was Used on Cellmate 
of Andrew Brinkley. 


The death of Edward Melendes 
was caused by a brain injury re- 
sulting from blows on the head 
with a smooth. non-metallic solid 
instrument two or three days be- 
fore he died, Dr. Downey L, Har- 
ris, Washington University pathol- 
ogist, testified today in the per- 
jury trial of Andrew Brinkley, A 
cellmate of Melendes. 

Dr. Harris, who performed the 
second autopsy on the body of the 
Mexican waiter, who died in July, 
1942, in a cell at Police Headquar- 
ters after a severe beating, corrob- 
orated the previous testimony of 
Dr. Ralph Tohmpson, former City 
Hospital Commissioner, who at- 
tended the autopsy as a spectator 
and took notes dictated by Dr. 
Harris. Dr. Thompson has said the 
bruises on ———— body were in- 
flicted by a blunt intrument. 

Ivan H. Light, counsel, for 
Brinkley, who is charged with giv- 
ing false testimony to the Septem- 
ber, 1942, grand jury investigating 
the notorious Melendes case, 
brought out in questioning Dr. 
Harris that two types of body cells 
were discovered in microscopic 
studies of body tissue, indicating 
death came within three days aft- 
er the injuries were suffered. 

Circuit Judge James F. Nangle, 
before whom the case has been in 
progress for a week. sustained ob- 
jections to an attempt by Light 
to show that Dr. Harris had been 
unduly influenced to change his 
testimony before the grand jury 
by the Circuit Attorney's office. 

When Light asked Dr. Harris if 
he had received any telephone 
threats about his opinion of Me- 
lendes’ death, Assistant Circuit At- 
torney William E. Gallagher 
leaped to his feet to object and 
the two lawyers jostled each other 
slightly. The outburst ended with 
Gallagher shouting, “Get -your 
hands off me.”

WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP). 
-—-Declaring the United States is 
not the “food basket of the 
world,” War Food Administrator |a 
Marvin Jones today urged expan- 
sion of production in areag out- 
side this country to help meet 
postwar relief funds. - 

In a report to War Mobilizaticn 
Director James F. Byrnes, Jones 
said this country will be able to 
meet its essential military and civ- 
ilian requirements and contribute 
minimum amounts of livestock 
products and more liberal quanti- 
ties of cereals, dry beans, and 
soya products for liberated areas. 
But he added: “In considering 
the responsibility of the United 
States in helping to meet food re- 
quirements of the United Nations, 
it should be kept in mind that the 
United States is not the food bas-|a 
ket of the world.”

A good many million of dollars are 
dependent upon their effort to evade renegotia- 
tion of the war contracts which have made their 
tiny new firm vast and wealthy in just three 
salubrious years. They sought to approach all 
of Congress at one time—and did, indeed, suc-, 
ceed in getting 60 Representatives and five 
genuine Senators to the beanfest at the May- 
flower Hotel on Tuesday night.

IT HAS BEEN SUGGESTED that open lobby. 
ing on so magnificent a scale (there were 194 
guests in addition to the Congressmen) is a 
good deal more wholesome than furtive private 
appeals. The only difficulty is that the fortune 
which enabled Mr. Jack to play host was un- 
derwritten originally by public funds. The 
dinner should have been in the public domain, 
instead of a vehicle for advancing his own par- 
ticular bill of goods. 

With that point in mind, feeling that in a 
way we were one of the hosts, we wonder if a 
sufficient amount of study went into selection 
of the menu. If national affairs are to be ad- 
vanced henceforth by the throwing of grub 
into Congressmen wholesale, the food musn’t be 
selected in a haphazard way. Consider the Jack 
& Heintz dinner:

THE APPETIZER COURSE avoided the out- 
landish term hors d’oeuvres, which might have 
alarmed the statesmen from the Middle West, 
and was called simply “tidbit sandwiches.” A 
marinated seafood cocktail accompanied it, after 
which a course of diamond-back terrapin was 
served. The chief dish was breast of guinea 
hen on ham, Southern style, with asparagus tips. 
The salad was of romaine, avocado and grape- 
fruit, with chutney. Dessert was meringue glace. 
There was no chablis, no claret—no hooch of 
any kind save the sherry with which the terra. 
pin was prepared.

EXCEPT FOR THE SALAD—as eerie a com- 
bination as we have ever heard described—the 
menu shaped up into an excellent dinner, though 
dry. But how did Mr. Jack know that terrapin 
would soothe the congressional innards more 
effectively than green turtle soup, that capon 
and asparagus mould evoke more favorable 
attention than lobster and champagne? When 
you come right down to it, does he regard, 
chutney with the salad as entirely constitu- 
tional? (Personally, we’d want a pretty sound 
legal opinion on the point.) 
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IT MIGHT BE DANGEROUS to tamper with 
#0 many digestions without a preliminary scien- 
tific survey. What we advise in the case of 
future dinners—if, say, William Green or Mr. 
John L Lewis ever decide to entertain Congress 
en masse with a view to establishing a 30-hour 
week—is regional feeding. 

The Congressmen should be entertained in 
groups. The New Englanders should be fed 
upon fish chowder, boiled dinners and slow- 
baked beans; the Southerners on white cornmeal 
bread, and fried ham with hominy and pink milk 
gravy; the Westerns on new steer beef; the 
Pennsylvanians on scrapple with apple butter 
and schnitz und knepp; the Eastern Shore dele- 
gation on crabmeat balls and soft-shell crabs.

IF SOMETHING of that sort isn’t arranged, 
the wide dispersion of rare and costly victuals 
among the halls of Congress may backfire. Mr.: 
Jack, for example, could spend one or two thou- 
sand dollars on a dinner to prove he needs 
money, and still lose out to some other lobbyist 
who turned up in the House of Representatives 
next day with a quarter’s worth of bicarbonate 
of soda.

' Tomorrow

EFORE you hop all over me 
B for my unorthodox method of 

cooking mustard greens, make 
an experiment. Cook a batch of 
them for 25 to 30 minutes; then 
at the same time cook another 
batch for about an hour and 15 
minutes. You will then discover 
why Southerners and farm folks 
all over the country use the “hour 
and a quarter” method. I agree 


‘that perhaps there will not be 


much Vitamin C left in the well- 
flavored greens, but all the min- 
erals will be there, and because 
the flavor is so delicious, you will 
eat three or four times more than 
you will the greens which are 
cooked for only 25 minutes. From 
now until about next June mus- 
tard greens, kale and dandelions 
will be available. Try my method 
and increase the number of vege- 
tables you eat during this season. 
Mustard Greens 

One and one-half to two pounds 
mustard greens, six cups boiling 
water, one-fourth und aalt 
pork, one and one-half teaspoons 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon sugar, 
one-half pod red pepper. With a 
sharp knife, strip leaves off stems, 
then wash several times in warm 
water. Shake off excess wafer; 
place in kettle, cover with boiling 
water and begin the cooking proc- 
ess. Dice pork very fine; cook 
until crisp and brown. Skim off 
about two tablespoons of the clear 
fat, then turn pork, remaining 
fat and residue into greens. Add 
salt, sugar and pepper and cook 
for one ahd one-fourth hours, 
turning flame very low during last 
half of cooking period. Turn over 
occasionally while cooking. Serve 
with the pot oe four.

Dinner 

Beef patties, one pound ground 
beef; season meat with salt and 
pepper; form into patties and 
brown in bacon drippings; onion 
gravy, slice thin, four medium 
sized onions. Saute until yellow 
in additional fat with residue in 
meat skillet. Add three table- 
spoons flour and one and one-half 
cups water and two beef bouillon 
cubes, Stir constantly while mix- 
ture comes to a boil and thickens. 
season with salt and pepper, Boiled 
potatoes, two pounds; mustard 
greens (see recipe above), one- 
fourth pound salt pork; bread, 
eight slices; Floating Island, two 
cups milk, six tablespoons sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, four 
eggs, separated, one teaspoon va- 
nilla, three tablespoons lemon 
juice. Butter or fortified marga- 
rine used on all breads. Include 
in today’s menus, milk to drink: 
Six cups for children, two cups for

Lie still for 15 or 20 minutes and 
you will banish eye strain, During 
the nippy months it is good to 
get into the habit of applying a 
little eye oil on the lids and

Palming is a relaxing eye exer- 
cise. Place the palms of your 
hands over your eyes with fingers 
resting on forehead, and try to 
see a rich, velvety black. The bet- 
ter your eyesight is the more 
black you will see. The poorer 
your eyesight the more bright 
lights and splashes of color will 
flicker before you. But think black 
—and as your eyes relax the more 
black you will see and the more 
rested your eyes will become, Five 
minutes, two or three times. each 
day, you should devote to this. 


Another relaxing treatment is 
this; Press your thumbs into the 
corner of your eyes which are 
nearest your nose, Press hard, Al- 
most instant relief will be felt. 
Remove thumbs, Press five times.

In Praise of 


Curie Movie

@ N the same day that I saw the 

moving picture “Mme, Curie” 

I received from a London book- 
seller a paper pamphlet contain- 
ing the review of the Academy of 
Sciences of Paris of July 18, 1898. 
One review was “SUR UNE SUB- 
STANCE NOUVELLE RADIO- 
ACTIVE,” by P. Curie and Mme. 
S. Curie, presented by M. Becque- 
rel, It is the first announcement 
of the researches which led to the 
discovery of radium. This epoch- 
making announcement covers 
barely two pages of print. 

‘They ask me whether “Mme, 
Curie” is a good movie. It ig far 
more than that—it isa noble work 
of art. It lifts the onlooker out of 
the selfish and degrading conflicts 
of the world around us into the 
rarefied idealism of science. “The 
man who discovered that geomet- 
rical design, says the Professor 
Perrin, of the picture, to the class 
of which Mme, Curie is a member, 
“accomplished at the moment of 
Miscovery a feat of the imagina- 
tion far surpassing that of any 
poet. To each one of you, too, 
science gives the opportunity to 
reach out and hold a star in your 
fingers.” 


x * 
TO ME IT IS astonishing and ° 


encouraging that this picture can 
make the plot and all the sus- 
pense hinge upon the working out 
of a scientific problem and yet be 
so thrilling to an average audi- 
ence, The love story of the Curies 
is present, or it wouldn’t be a 
movie, but subordinated to the 
scientific problem of finding what 
substance there is in pitchblends 
which gives out so much electrical 
emanation. And it is worked out 
so that the minds of the movie 
audience follow it by what is 
known in scientific logic ag the 
Canon of Residues. By a process 
of elimination the Curies prove 
that it must be in that one-mil- 
lionth of 1 per cent of “extrane- 
ous matter.” 

It ig a remarkably accurate nar- 
rative also. I have followed its 
events in Marie Curie’s life of her 
husband “Pierre Curie” and her 
own autobiography, and find 
scarcely any devition from the ac- 
Of course 
the Curles were very fortunate 
people, They were caught up early 
in life by a quest—an adventure 
of the mind and spirit. It sur- 
rounded their existence like an 
aura, far, different from the hum- 
drum routine of — mortals. 


HENRI BECQUEREL does not 
get quite as much credit in the 
movie version as he should; It 
was his discoveries and ideals that 
really started them off—when he 
proved pitchblend is radio-active, 
And later it was Becquerel who 


discovered the only practical ap- 


lication radium has-—its destruc- 
yeness to human tissue, includ- 
ing cancer. “Henri Becquerel,” 
wrote Mme. Curie, “had by acci- 
dent @ similar burn as a result of 
carrying in his vest pocket a glass 
tube containing radium salt. He 
came to tell us of this evil effect 
of radium exclaiming in a manner 
at once delighted and annoyed— 
“I love it, but I owe it a grudge.” 
Too much is made perhaps of 
the sadness of Pierre Curle’s 
death. He had lived to see his 
work completed and recognized 
— award of the Nobel Prize in 
1 Death is not a tragedy to 
those who have gazed so stead- 
fastly and faithfully on Nature 
that she has revealed even an in- 
finitesima] part of her workings.

Barrymore Created His Own Hamlet 
Ignoring Stale Tradition, He Built His Own Interpretation of the Role.

Chapter Nine of "Good Night, 
Sweet Prince," the life story of 


John Barrymore. 

W HEN John Barrymore set out 

day in June 1922, after read- 
ing Hamlet, he at last beheld the 
ramparts of Elsinore rising from 
the gray horizon banks. Sheet 
lightning, far off, reddened the 
clouds and dust haze. Delayed 
thunderings rolled down like muf- 
fled flourishes of castle drums, 


The two soliloquies possessed 
Barrymore, A voice clearly’ had 


challenged him from across three 
centuries. He accepted the chal-’ 


lenge and now his resolutions ffed. 
He would climb the highest of the 
magic mountains, the last great

“I need a new voice,” he ad- 
mitted: “Try to get her to coach 
me.”

Would 
the retired opera singer undertake 
the task. “Yes,” she said, “but 
on two conditions. We must work 
together for at least a month be- 
fore a date ig set for the premiere 
and the play will not be produced 

, until I’m confident Mr, Barrymore 
is ready,”

OPKINS readily consented to 

these stipulations. He then 

commissioned Robert Edmond 
“Jones to “dream out the produc- 
tion.” This master designer had 
originated the three former stage 
settings under the. “repertory 
plan.” Jones had soul and size, 
and integrity comparable to Hd- 
ward Sheldon’s. 

“No other artist,” Hopkins said,

ighest histrionic powers. Yet this 
never occurred in his playing of 
Hamlet. Those who have not 
heard him in this play have not 
heard the greatest actor of our 
time,”

HE wearing of tights had been 

one of Barrymore’s chief an- 

tipathies. This seems a curious 
aversion when we consider his su- 
perb physique. 

“When I first got into these 
skin-fitting jollities,” Barrymore 
said of his tights, “I felt as if I 
had put on the intimate wear of 
Peg Woffington. What an ass a 
grown male can become on occa- 
gion! I think I wore these dainties 
for the first time in Pantaloon. 
I am not sure. No one is ever 
sure of anything in respect to 
tights.” 

He snorted like St. George’s 
monstrous adversary, then contin- 
ued: “When I had to play The 
Jest in these counterfeits of nud- 
ity, I decided to conquer them or 
be conquered. I spent at least 
three hours before a pier glass. 
True, I had to take a few drinks 
to brace myself, Then I began 
to stare at the asinine fellow in 
the mirror, I sneered at him, I 
reviled him. I walked, I turned 
this way and that, never taking 
my eyes from the fellow in the 
quicksilver, Finally I grew sick 
Fortunate- 
ly I hadn’t taken enough alcohol 
to see two miserable, mincing 
scoundrels, else I should have 
died. Finally I got so tired of 
surveying myself, so sick, so fed 
up with tights that I no longer

South then made a few scathing 


remarks on the general subject of

therefore “could not have a very 
good hand.” Furthermore, North 
said, he had been afraid that

It is a fact thet the player 
whose partner has reopened the 
bidding after a one-bid hag been 
passed, must allow some “leeway” 
for the possibility that the ree 
opening bid was very light, pere 
haps partially based on “suspic- 
ion.” Nevertheless, there was no 
shadow of excuse for North’s sec- 
ond-round pass in this case. His 
partner, vulnerable, had made «& 
major-sult bid at the two Iid¢vel, 
and coincidentally announced that 
he was not afraid of giving the 
opponents anotper chance, Surely 
then, North collld afford to bid at 
least three hearts, in the knowl- 
edge that South would pass if his 
first bid had been in any way 
shaded. 
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
